Iroops Move 
Into Panama 
University 

PANAMA, Dec. 14 (AP) In 

a swift operation before dawn, 
National Guard troops occu- 
pied the campus of tihe Univer- 
sity of Panama today without 
firing a shot. 

The ruling military junta 
announced the university will 
remain closed, stopping a cam- 
pus feud, while a board of re- 
gents to he named soon will 
draft a program of reforms. 
The board will have uip to six 
months to prepare the draft. 

At 2 a.m., three truckloads 
of troops from the Panama 
garrison, an elite company of 
the Guards, moved onto the 
campus and occupied build- j 
ings. Capt. Antonio Surez, pub-| 
lie information officer of the j 
Guard, said no students were 
found but a large quantity of 
arms was found. 

Suarez said the campus had 
become a no-man’s-Iand in re- 
cent days following a bitterly 
contested election for a rector. 

Physicist Bernardo Lom- 
bardo, the incumbent rector, 
claimed re-election last week 
by a vote of 126 to 123 over 
Carlos Ivan Zuniga, a law pro- 
fessor who was elected to the 
National Assembly in 1964 on 
the socialist ticket. 

Zuniga’s supporters chal- 
lenged the election, which was 
conducted by a council com- 
posed of professors and stu- 
dent representatives. There 
have since been campus 
clashes between supporters of 
the two candidates. Suarez 
said there had been exchanges 
of gunfire but he knew of no 
wounded.
